state Inspector General’s 
Ae released late last 
month slams both the state 
and the operator of the NESWC 


trash incinerator for mishandling 
the contract with the 23-communi- 


ty consortium. 
Area legislators, 


NESWC members, who now pay 
about twice the going rate to throw 
things away. 

But first there is a legal dispute 
headed for Superior Court. 

Massachusetts Inspector Gener- 
al Robert Cerasoli is suing Whee- 
labrator, parent company of the 
firm that operates the North 
Andover NESWC incinerator, for 
refusing to provide documents 
relating to the contract with those 
communities 

The North East Solid Waste 
Committee, a consortium that 
includes Andover, is bound to a 
trash disposal contract with Mass- 
achusetts Refusetech Inc. that the 
IG report says was based on the 
state’s “flawed economic analysis 
and failure to protect the public 
interest more than 15 years ago.” 

Cerasoli is currently investigat- 
ing the contract at the request of 
local legislators who formed the 
NESWC caucus, chaired by Fine- 
gold and state Sen. Bruce Tarr, R- 
Gloucester. 

As part of the investigation, the 
IG requested documents given to 
NESWC by MRI, says Assistant IG 
Fran Brown. 

MRI refused to allow NESWC 
attorneys to release the documents 
because they were given to 
NESWC in confidence for arbitra- 
tion and contain some confidential 
information, says MRI plant man- 
ager Jim McIver.

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Prudden sets national archery mark 


When Tyler Prudden talks 
about being a Straight shooter, 
you can take him literally. 

The 15-year-old Enfield Drive 
resident, a sophomore at the Pin- 
gree School in Hamilton, set a 
national record for the 13-15 age 
group at the Massachusetts 
Indoor Star FITA Archery Tour- 
nament, held in Colorado Springs 
Dec. 5-7. 

He scored 575 out of a possible 
600 at a distance of 18 meters in 
the Junior Boys Compound Bow 
division, beating the previous 
record of 572 set two years earlier. 

To get an idea of the kind of 
accuracy needed for that kind of a 
score, imagine trying to hit a cir- 
cle the size of a nickel 60 times in 
a row, from 18 meters — the skill 
it would take for a perfect score. 
And Prudden, the son of Peter and 
Debbie Prudden, says he can do 
even better than his record. 

“I didn’t believe myself that I 
shot that well that day,” he says. “ 
My average is probably a couple 
of points higher.” 

But Prudden says _ official 
records must be made at events 
Sanctioned by the National 
Archery Association, the national 
governing body for U.S. Olympic 
archery. Prudden’s record-setting 
day was the first he had spent at 
such a sanctioned event, he says. 


Prudden, who only practices 
about three hours per week 
because of “school and everything 
else,” says he didn’t immediately 
know that he had set a new 
record. 

“T didn’t find out until five min- 
utes after they tallied everyone’s 
score,” he says. “They had to re- 
tally my score card three times to 
make sure they had a record.” 

Then, three days later the NAA 
confirmed the new record was his. 

“I was really excited. That’s 
actually been a goal for me, to set 
some kind of a high-score record,” 
he says. 

He’s also met another goal. 
Around Christmas time he 
became sponsored by Precision 
Shooting Equipment, the compa- 
ny that makes the bows he uses. 
Prudden will get a discount on 
equipment and is expected to pro- 
mote PSE’s products, he says. 

Now, the kid who became inter- 
ested in archery at summer camp 
has his sights set on loftier goals, 
He says he wants to be named to 
the Junior World Target team and 
garner a college scholarship. 

Don’t bet against him. He’s 
already won gold medals for 


archery at the last three Bay State 
Games.

The Andover Classical Charter 
School group submitted its 28-page 
prospectus plan with attachments to 
the Department of Education on Mon- 
day.

Uncivil portrayal 

Jan Schlictmann has been getting some great 
press for the past couple of years. First there 
was the book, A Civil Action, that renewed 
national attention on the Woburn water pollu- 
tion case in the 1980s, in which Schlictmann 
represented eight families in a federal lawsuit 
against three alleged corporate polluters. 

Now there is_ the adeait 
impending movie based 
on the book, in which 
Schlictmann is played by 
superstar John Travolta, 
and on which Schlict- 
mann has consulted. That, 
of course, produces 
breathless notes at least 
weekly in the gossip 
columns of both the Boston | 
Globe and the Boston Her- . oe 
ald, charting the moves of Schlictmann — 
both Travolta and Schlict- press target. 
mann. 

So it was probably inevitable that a bit of neg- 
ative press would find its way into the mix. 

Schlictmann, now practicing in Andover 
with Thomas Kiley, was the subject of an unflat- 
tering profile last week by Boston Phoenix 
media critic Dan Kennedy, who covered the 
Woburn case as a reporter for the local Daily 
Times Chronicle from 1983-1989. 

According to Kennedy, Schlictmann, far 
from being a hero of an environmental tragedy, 
is an incompetent villain. For starters, “(His) 
arrogance and courtroom bumbling may have 
cost his clients millions of dollars ...” he writes. 

Beyond that, Jonathan Harr, author of the 
1995 book now headed for the screen, was 
“unstinting in exposing Schlictmann’s flaws.” 

Regarding the trial, “Schlictmann blew it 
before the trial could even begin,” partially 
because with “visions of unimaginable riches 
dancing in his head, (he) walked away from 
Beatrice’s (one of the corporations being sued) 
proposed $8-million settlement. 

“The trial itself was a comedy of errors,” 
Kennedy writes, adding later, for good measure, 
that at least one of the former clients had a 
falling out with Schlictmann, and now contends 
that he “got so enamored of himself that he for-

got the cause ... and lost sight of what it 
was all about. It was about the suffering 
of children.” 

Schlictmann, who had read the 
Kennedy piece by late last week, says 
he is not surprised at its tone, but says 
it is both inaccurate and inconsistent. 

“It brought me back to the kind of 
reporting he was doing at the time,” 
Schlictmann says, “and it also gives 
some insight into the kinds of attitudes 
I was fighting against at the time.” 

Schlictmann contends Kennedy has 
always been an apologist for the corpo- 
rate side of the story. 

“There was no $8-million offer to set- 
tle,” he says, “and (his) story is inter- 
nally inconsistent. On the one hand 
he’s saying we had no case, and on the 
other he’s saying I should have gotten 
millions more for the clients.” 

Schlictmann notes that Kennedy 
quoted only the one former client who 
is unhappy with him, while the rest are 
still supportive. And he says Harr does- 
n't trash his abilities in the book nearly 
the way Kennedy implies. He says he 
believes Harr’s book describes the case 
accurately, “and he guarded his inde- 
pendence throughout (writing it), as he 
should have.” 

Regarding the case itself, he first 
says that he was only one player among 
many who uncovered a great wrong 
and sought to right it. And he says gov- 
ernment tests eventually proved that 
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the corporations were responsible for 
the pollution. 

And while it was indeed about the 
suffering of children, “it was more 
about the poisoning of children and 
their needless suffering, and fact that 
unless something was done, it was 
going to keep happening.” 

That, he says, is what is so inspiring 
about his clients, who he says 
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“rose above their own personal tragedy 
to face a continuing threat to their com- 
munity.” ; 

If his role in the case “makes me an 
arrogant bumbler, then that’s a label 
I'll wear proudly,” he says. “All the 
people involved in this accomplished 
a great deal.

What token advances 
you to Free Parking? 


A downtown resident who 
spotted a U-Haul trailer parked 
in the town parking lot behind 
Old Town Hall for a couple of 
days without receiving a ticket 
is wondering if there is a way 
to get a special exemption from 
local parking rules. 

The answer is yes, according 
to Andover police — but only 
on a very limited basis. 

Lt. Richard Enos says in the 
Case of the U-Haul, a family 
was moving and could not fit 
the trailer onto their driveway, 
so the police allowed them to 
leave it in the nearby lot for a 
day or two. 

“There was a special circum- 
stance,” says Lt. Enos. “We’re 
dealing with residents. There’s 
hardships out there and you 
try to help people out.” 

Enos says that during the 
winter parking ban, if a car 
breaks down and is not in a 
dangerous location creating a 
hazard, police might allow the 
Car owner to leave the car 
where it is for the night. 

“If it had been out on a bad 
Street with a curve where it 
creates a hazard, then we 
wouldn’t have allowed it,” says 
Enos. 

Police simply try to be rea- 
sonable in enforcing parking 
rules, he explains. — 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski was not aware 
that a special arrangement had 
been made in the lot behind 
Old Town Hall; but he says 


police do Occasionally make 
parking exceptions. 

Asked about the trailer 
there he said, “If there’s any- 
thing special, it’s news to me.” 

Stapczynski says a parking 
exception is made occasional- 
ly, “but generally it would 
have gone through my office.” 

Stapcezynski says there are 
three reserved spaces behind 
what some call the Town House 
on Main Street for people who 
work there. 

Two town employees have 
Stickers to park there, and a 
postal employee has a space 
there as part of the lease agree- 
ment with the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice, he says. There is a small, 
Satellite post office in the 
buildings. 

In years past, there have 
also been some exceptions 
made to the parking rules, says 
Stapcezynski. 

During Christmas time, for 
instance, UPS and Federal 
Express drivers may ask to 
leave their trucks in a particu- 
lar location while they make a 
series of deliveries, he says. 

A van used to collect cloth- 
ing for charity has also been 
allowed to park on the street, 
he says. Sometimes painters 
need to leave their trucks in 
the street and this is allowed, 
says Stapczynski. 

“But they (the requests) all 
come through my office,” he 
Says.

Your cash 
is trash 


If there were a read-it-and-weep trea- 
tise of the month, the state Inspector Gen- 
eral’s report on Andover’s trash disposal 
contract would probably get the nod for 
January. 

Not that there are any huge surprises. 
It says what local legislators have been 
complaining about for years. But to see 
the sad history of the NESWC contract 
laid out in such a stark fashion should 
outrage local taxpayers. 

You haven’t just been throwing away 
trash. You've been throwing away bucks 

— big bucks. 

The report is unsparing in its conclu- 
sions of who is to blame. There is plenty 
placed on the contractor, but much of it is 
on your own state government, which 
sold you on promises of tossing away 
your trash practically for free and left you 
with monstrous bills that are growing 
ever higher. 

The contract projected a fee of $4.70 per 
ton to start, that would decline to $1.10 per 
ton by 1989. And then the happy days 
would really kick in. By 1990, you’d throw 
your trash away for free. By 2005, com- 
munities would collect 75 bucks for every 
ton of trash they brought to the incinera- 
tor. 

What’s the reality? By 1989, Andover 
and other NESWC members were paying 
more than $50 per ton. By 1997, they were 
paying $95 per ton. The fee is expected to 
rise to $215 per ton by 2005. Happy days? 
Maybe for the contractor, but not for us. 

Why did this happen? The project pro- 
jections carried “enormous financial 
risks,” the report says. 

And who would be shouldering most of 
those risks? “In theory, the service agree- 
ments ... could have allocated the risks so 
that each party bore a portion of the risk 
for factors neither party could control.” 

But the reality? “The service agree- 
ments .. with MRI (plant operator) ... 
were skewed to place nearly all the finan- 
cial risk on the NESWC communities.” 

The result? “In effect, the communities 
are buying the facility for MRI and pro- 
viding MRI with a guaranteed income 
stream to operate it, thereby eliminating 
most of MRI’s risk for the venture.”

AHS grad offers a 
chance to help others 


Editor, Townsman: 

For those Andover residents who 
remember Andover High School’s class 
of 1992, I am a former student who has 
returned to my home community for 
help. 

This kind of help requires a special 
type of awareness, because it demands 
that you extend your heart beyond the 
greater Merrimack Valley. I teach 
bilingual social studies in an inner-city 
school in East Palo Alto. My students 
need your help. 

East Palo Alto (EPA) is a small city, 
equal in population to Andover. But 
while Andover’s residents live 
amongst 30 square miles of land, East 
Palo Alto’s 24,000 residents are packed 
into two square miles. Most of those liv- 
ing in EPA are on welfare. 

My students differ from their 
Andover peers only in what they lack 
physically. My students have the same 
passion for learning, the same desire to 
improve the world around them, and 
the same dislike of homework. What 
they need, however, are warm blue and 
white sweatshirts to complete their 
school uniforms. 

Contrary to popular images of sun- 
shine and beaches, northern California 
can actually get quite cold in the win- 


freezing, in the morning and early 
evening hours, 40-degree temperatures 
are normal. Many of my students come 
to school in only their white T-shirt 
and blue pants uniform, without a 
sweatshirt or jacket. The reason for 
this is that when my school made uni- 


forms mandatory, many families could 


not afford sweatshirts or jackets to 
complete the uniform. Due to the rise 
in gang violence, sweatshirts of any 
color (which may signify gang involve- 
ment) are not permitted. 

This is where Andover residents can 
help. I remember in high school when I 
asked local residents for financial help 
with summer school. Across town, gen- 
erous neighbors met my need. When it 
came time for college, local organiza- 
tions like the Andona Society, Kiwanis 
Club, Exchange Club, and the Andover 
Democratic Society helped me with 
scholarships. 

I recognize Andover as a town full of 
people who largely have what they 
need, and, therefore, can afford to 
reach out to help others. I feel proud to 
come from a community whose people 
are willing to share the good they have 
with those less fortunate. 

I am specifically asking for navy 
blue or white, plain (no brand names 
please!) sweatshirts or jackets for my 
students. This would mean that my stu- 
dents could walk to school in warmth 
and focus better on their Studies. I 
teach seventh and eighth graders, 
though, any size, will help. Seventh and 
eighth graders typically wear a medi- 
um, large, or extra large adult-sized 
sweatshirt. 

You may either drop off your used 
sweatshirts at the Town Hall, or make a 
donation of $10 per sweatshirt.

Andover industrial boom is varied 


As business parks in South 
Andover get their second wind, 
industrial development in 
Andover is beginning to take on 
new meaning. 

While the River Road area of 
the northern section of Andover 
experienced an industrial boom 
last year, most of the companies 
in that area are the high-tech 
ends of industry, including 
many research and development 
offices and less manufacturing, 
says Town Planner Steve Coly- 
er. 

Comparisons of industrial 
booms in north and south areas 
of Andover aren’t so simple, 
Colyer says, because of the size 
of the properties left to develop 
are varied, and usage allowed by 
zoning in south Andover is more 
flexible. But given their poten- 
tial, they seem to be developing | 
at about the same rate, he says. 


The manufacturing-oriented Changes coming — Riverbend II, one of the properties off Old River Road 
businesses are now coming into 


in northern Andover, was recently purchased by the New Boston Fund. 
their own in the South Andover 


area by Lowell Junction Road, he says. 

Three southern area projects that 
appear to be a revitalization of the area 
came as no surprise to planners, 
unlike some of the booming property 
on River Road. 

“It’s a hodge podge of manufactur- 
ing activity down there,” Colyer says. 

The expansion of Genetics Institute, 
part of a goal to build a 1-million- 
square-foot complex by 2015, has been 
on the horizon for some time, Colyer 
Says. 

Including a_ building presently 
under construction, GI expects a total 
of 500,000 square feet to be complete 
early this year. 

“They’ve been successful and it’s 
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kind of accelerated the development of 
their campus. It’s not coming unex- 
pectedly, just spread out over a long 
period of time,” Colyer says. 

The former site of the Reichold 
Chemical Co. at Lowell Junction Road 
is expected to be redeveloped next year 
after hazardous waste cleanup. 

A Canadian company DuraSkid, is 
taking over the former GSF Corpora- 
tion site at 44 Lowell Junction Road to 
manufacture pallets out of recycled 
wood and plastic. 

They are expected to hire about 60 
employees and pay $300,000 in back 
taxes on the property. 

DuraSkid will lease the property 
from Brownfields Recovery Corp. of 


Boston which help clean up the chemi- 
cals left on the property from GSF’s 
manufacturing of foam for car seats. 

Not to be outdone, the sale of River- 
bend II on Campanelli Drive off of Old 
River Road in northern Andover. The 
15.45-acre site is permitted for up to 
120,000 square feet of three-story office 
Space, according to a press release 
from Lynch Murphy & Walsh Partners 
who sold the property to New Boston 
Fund for $1.1 million. 

While no one from New Boston 
Fund could be reached for comment, 
Colyer says a hotel group from Atlanta 
has been seen sniffing out the proper- 
ty.

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New England states 

On Wednesday, Dec. 3, the trustees of the 
New England Association of Schools and Col- 
leges voted to accept the recommendation of 
the Commission on Institutions of Higher Edu- 
cation to grant accreditation to MSL. 

The trustees’ action followed the Nov. 21 
decision by the Connecticut Bar Examining 
Committee to grant MSL’s application to 
enable its graduates to take the Connecticut 
Bar Examination immediately upon gradua- 
tion from the school.

The 
nephew lost a contest with 
other heirs over th property 
because the deed was not 
delivered, and therefore, 
was not effective at the 
time of the old man’s death. 

Until the deed is 
delivered, the title remains 
with the seller, and he could 
change his mind and 
destroy the deed. But once 
the deed has been properly 
delivered and accepted, the 
title passes and cannot be 
revoked.

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Selectmen stick with downtown parking plan 


By Neil Fater 

Selectmen finally appear ready to 
put in gear a two-year, downtown park- 
ing program. 

After apparently reaching a consen- 
sus on several downtown parking 
issues Monday, the board plans to vote 
on a slightly modified parking sticker 
program at its Jan. 12 meeting. 

The program now ready for a vote 
will allow the current number of down- 
town business employees (51) to pay for 
a sticker that allows workers to park in 
reserved spaces removed from the 
stores. The idea is to make it easier for 
shoppers to find spots in front of the 
stores, while guaranteeing employees a 
space each morning.., 

The new sticker program will allow 
employees to use the spaces Monday 
through Friday, will last two years but 
face a review after the first year, and 
move nine of the 18 sticker spaces cur- 
rently in the Park Street lot into the 
Olde Andover Village parking lot. 

To determine which nine people will 
move to the Olde Andover Village lot, 
the town will seek volunteers and then 
hold a lottery for any remaining spaces. 
The nine new parking-sticker spaces in 
the Olde Andover Village lot will take 
over what are currently four-hour 
parking spaces, while the new spaces 
freed up in the Park Street lot will 
become two-hour spaces. 

Selectmen Brian Major, John Hess 
and Bill Downs were in favor of making 
the program a five-day program, while 
Larry Larsen and Chairman Jerry Sil-

verman wanted the program to contin- 
ue in at least a limited capacity on Sat- 
urdays. 

Larsen said eliminating Saturday 
parking for employees “amounts to an 
increase in the fee” because they will 
get fewer days for the same price. 

Downs said he wanted to limit the 
number of spaces each business is 
allowed to have, but his idea did not 
seem to meet with much favor. 


Meters and fines 

While selectmen debated the 
specifics of the parking-sticker pro- 
gram, they also discussed what kind of 
charges regular parkers should face 
when they visit the downtown.

“We're trying to . 
attract people,” said Hess. 

Steven Leed, a downtown business- 
man, said allowing shoppers to throw 
in a nickels dimes or quarters, instead 
of just quarters, makes the town more 
consumer-friendly. But Silverman said 


he wanted to require one quarter for an 
hour, or at least have the meters take 
only quarters. 

“I don’t think this is going to have an 
effect,” said Silverman, of the price 
increase. 

“I hear people laugh at the meters 
because they’re so inexpensive,” said 
Lori Becker, a downtown business 
owner and candidate for selectmen. 

Nevertheless, Hess, Larsen and 
Major all voted to keep the prices at 10 
cents per hour. 

When it comes to parking violations, 
however, the selectmen were willing to 
raise prices. When Larsen came onto 
the board six years ago, he helped lower 
the price of a parking ticket from $10 to 
$8 


Silverman, Downs and Major said 
they’re ready for the cost to return to an 
even $10. Hess remains on the fence. 

“One minute I think it would be a 
good idea. Another minute I’m not sure 
it would make a difference,” he says. “It 
won’t be a deterrent, but it will increase 
revenue a bit.” 

Downs also wants to make sure that 
the police strictly enforce the law 
against meter feeding, the illegal prac- 
tice of running out to a meter and 
putting in more money every few hours 
so a driver can leave his or her car in 
the same space. 

“If they don’t enforce the meter feed- 
ing they might as well tell everyone 
they don’t need a sticker anyway. They 
can just go feed the meter,” says Downs.

| McGovern: a

It was alla misunderstanding. 

All the criticism last September 
when Pat McGovern announced for 
governor — calling her a bit hypocriti- 
cal for saying it was time for a woman 
in the Statehouse corner office — it 
was all because of a misinterpretation. 
- McGovern, former state senator 
(1980-1992), former chair of the “power- 
ful” senate Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, former most powerful female in 
the Legislature, current private attor- 
ney with Goulston and Storrs, candi- 
date for governor and Andover resi- 
dent for the past two years, says of 
course she believes a woman should be 
governor. 


Indeed, why else would she be run- 
ning? 


But in a preChristmas interview 
with the Townsman, McGovern says 
she intended for her announcement to 
stress her abilities, her reputation and 
her major issues — education, health 
care and child care. “We don’t want to 
make that (gender) our issue,” she 
says. 

Despite her desire, that’s what got 
the most headlines. Because of course, 
she was a bit vulnerable on the point. 


How could the woman who refused to 


join the Women’s Legislative Caucus 
when she was a senator, fearing she 
would be “marginalized,” now be play- 
ing the gender card? 


It wasn’t that she was trying to 


detach herself from other female legis- 
lators, she now says. “But they were 
having a debate about whether there 
should be a $10 dues fee,” she says, 
“and I wanted to get things done.” 

Beyond that McGovern contends 
the perception of her playing the gen- 
der card was based on a gender gap 
itself. “Every woman heard it one way, 
and every man heard it another,” she 
says. 

Well, not every woman. Boston 
Globe columnist Eileen McNamara 
chided McGovern for “belatedly join- 
ing the sisterhood.” 

But McGovern says McNamara does- 
n't represent most women. “Let’s be 
adults about this,” she says. “McNamara 
is supporting (gubernatorial rival and 
Attorney General Scott) Harshbarger.” 

About four months into her campaign, 
McGovern now says she doesn’t really 
think there are “women’s issues” today 
anyway. 

“T could have easily told you what they 
were 20 or 30 years ago,” she says. “They 
were all about access. Back then, Harvard 
Business School didn’t accept women. If 
you were pregnant, they told you to go 
home. If you were married, you couldn’t 
teach school. 

“Now that’s all changed, really in a 
very short time in history.” 

So issues like education, health and 
even child care are no longer considered 
women’s issues, she says, noting that she 
knows more and more men for whom 
managing child care is a major issue. 

~ Now, it is as much about methods as 
philosophy. “I love to build coalitions,” 
she says. “I enjoy putting a diverse group 


of people at the table and coming up with 
solutions.” 


No grand plan yet 

So what specifically would Governor 
McGovern do about her three major 
issues? 

At this point, she appears to be long on 
Philosophy but somewhat short on 
specifics. 

She does offer one major specific about 
education, however: Find out where the 
money is going. 

“The issue is beyond money,” she says. 
“It’s how you spend it. We’ve been spend- 
ing billions of new. dollars under educa- 
tion reform, and we've never done a non- 
partisan evaluation of where it’s gone. 
Has it reduced class size? Improved labs? 
It appalls me that nothing like that has 
been done yet.” 

She also suggests after-school pro- 
grams to reduce juvenile crime, but does- 
n't suggest how to pay for it, except to say 

that she believes “the public will spend 
money when they think they are getting 
results.” 

But beyond that, there is no grand

plan. 

As she has in the past, she notes that 
there are still children going through 
school without learning to read and write, 
that the state Board of Education is in tur- 
moil, that people need to be held account- 
able and that education is “an economic 
issue. 

“We need a statewide committee of 
academics to think these things through,”

she says. . 

On health care, she and her staff are 
still “working on a white paper,” but it 
is obvious to her that, “it’s an extraor- 
dinary issue. People come up and grab 
me, tell me stories. It’s really quite fas- 
cinating.” 

The “corporatization of health 
care,” she says, is hitting both ends of 
the age range. 

“Te always had health care,” she 
says, “but kids today don’t. And the 
elderly are being pushed into managed 
care and not getting what they need.” 

She doesn’t blame it all on the bot- 
tom line. “Patients are to blame too, for 
wanting everything without having to 
pay for it. But doctors and nurses I 
know are very upset about it.” 

And on child care, she says the 
issue is “breathtaking in scope,” since 
it transcends race, ethnicity and eco- 
nomics. It can be as frustrating and 
demanding for a corporate lawyer as 
for a welfare mom. 

On this, she does offer some 
specifics on what she would do if elect- 
ed. “We need to provide tax incentives 
for on-site day care,” she says, adding 
that “where it’s been done, it works.” 


Other issues 

There are other issues, of course. 
m from crime to the environment to 
| taxes 


On crime, McGovern opposes the 
death penalty, believes in community 
policing and thinks the state has to 
back more rehabilitation services to 
get people off drugs. 

On the environment, she says in 
hindsight, the state probably should 
have given the Northeast Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC) communities 
more options to solve their landfill 
problems “creatively,” instead of sim- 
ply coming in, ordering landfills closed 
and requiring trash-to-energy plants to 
be built. 

“These things like transportation 
and the environment need to be con- 
sidered on a statewide basis also, not just 
community by community,” she says, 
“because they go beyond community bor- 
ders.” 

On taxes? “I think we're becoming 
more appropriate (in tax levels),” she 
Says, adding that even she, a Democrat, 
would “cut them slowly over five years.” 

But she leaves herself the standard 
Democratic disclaimer, saying she’d 
make any cuts dependent on the health of 
the economy, noting, “It’s disingenuous 
to say you can have all these services 
without paying for them.” 

Finally, what about her role in office 
during the best of times and the worst of 
times for the Massachusetts economy? 
Was she the lonely voice calling for fiscal 
restraint, as she claims, when the Legisla- 
ture collaborated with then-Gov. Michael 
Dukakis in insisting the economy was 
fine while he ran for president? 

A number of her critics, including 
columnist Jon Keller in Boston Magazine, 
have said the record does not show 
McGovern making any public statements

‘Andover Link’ to 
unite planning, doing

Local planners may have found the 
missing link between planning and 
doing. 

In the best of both worlds, those who 
devote their lives to planning 
Andover’s future have the time and 
resources to actually shape the town in 
the best interests of its residents. In 
reality, they spend long, late hours on 
administrative and reactive planning 
issues and little time planning or 
drumming up resources to have an 
effect on the community. 

But Planning Board Chairman and 
attorney Michael Miller Says he may 
have found a way to bring Andover the 
best of both worlds: long-range plan- 
ning for the public good moved into 
action by a combination of private and 
government money. 

Miller has had numerous informal 
discussions with local business people, 
officials and planners in an effort to 
get support for the formation of an eco- 
nomic development corporation, a 
non-profit quasi-governmental board 
with the power to get things done, he 
says. 

The “Andover Link to the Future 
Corporation” was partly inspired by a 
similar program, “Quincy 2000.” 

He said the group’s main objectives 
would be: 

* preserving and developing down- 
town; 

* maintaining a balance of commer- 
cial and residential space; 

* attracting and maintaining “quali- 
ty” commercial and industrial busi- 
ness; 

* preserving natural resources; 

* acquiring and maintaining open 
Space and recreational facilities; and 

* providing services for youth and 
seniors. 

One advantage to buying up open 
Space as a quasi-government body is 
having the security to make a decision 
about the property based on planning, 
rather than responding to the market 
trends. 

The group could buy space to keep 
open, develop it as recréation space, or 
develop it later when it might be 
appropriate for the 
town, rather when it 
would be necessary 
because of market 
prices, Miller says. 

Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski, 
whose job title also 
makes him head of 
Planning and Com- 
munity Development, 
says he thinks The 
Link is an exciting 
idea for Andover. 

While economic 
development is a 
piece of what all the 
town planning and 
development depart- 
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crush of their daily duties, 
they cannot focus on it, he & 
says. Ae 
The need for this focus may 

not be so apparent now while | 
the economy is on the 
upswing, Stapczynski says, 
but will be later in tougher | 
times that, as cycles go, are 
inevitable. 

“It was not a pretty picture” 
says Stapezynski of the 350,000 
square feet of empty industri- 
al space that opened up after 
the ’80s crash, before compa- 
nies like PictureTel and Put- ‘ 
nam Investments took up resi- 
dence in Andover. 

The Link’s ability to work 
with developers, land owners 
and building owners could 
someday mean more jobs for 
residents, because someone

housed in Andover today, the high- 
tech manufacturing that involves 
more information processing than 
heavy truck traffic, was not planned 
for 15 years ago. 

“All the zoning definitions, the defi- 
nition of manufacturing, need to be 
looked at. People need to think about 
the future of Andover,” Stapczynski 
says. 

State Representative Barry Fine- 
gold says it can’t hurt to have a group 
Specifically assigned to tackle econom- 
ic development. 

Town Planner Steve Colyer agrees. 

“There has to be a kind of umbrella 
to keep the focus on a common goal for 
the common good,” he says. 

The corporation could get things 
done on a town-wide or downtown- 
Wide basis by unifying business own- 
ers who normally compete, and by 
expanding residents’ and merchants’ 
ideas of just where downtown ends, 
Colyer says. 

While Andover has had a general 
history of good planning, things get 
risky when leaders begin to take good 
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industrial business or downtown suc- 
cess for granted. A group that pays spe- 
Cial attention to such issues could 
assure continued success, Finegold 
says. 

But which people? Miller says the 
board of directors that governs The 
Link should represent small business- 
€s, corporations, banks, residents, 
town-wide interest groups and town 
government. 

Lori Becker, a downtown business 
Owner and outgoing head of the 
Andover Center Association, says she 
endorses the formation of The Link 
because it could help get things done 
for various small private groups in 
town that alone, don’t have the power. 

“A lot of us have had these ideas, 
but there’s no one to run with it,” 
Becker says. 

Miller agrees that the biggest advan- 
tage of The Link is the power of a 
quasi-government status that doesn't 
subvert the public process. 

Selectmen Chairman Jerry Silver- 
man also endorses the idea. He Says 
the key to success for The Link is to get

State Senator John D. O’Brien says 
The Link could be a success as long as 
it has clearly defined goals and a board 
committed to keeping it active. 

O’Brien helped Miller research

Henri Marchand, assistant director 
for the Lowell Plan, says he believes 
their success is based on the constant 
contact — monthly meetings — of 
political and business leaders, which 
lets them develop an agenda and pro- 
jects for the benefit of the community. 

Miller says he’s hoping to put the 
group up for formation on the ballot at 
spring Town Meeting, and is stil] in 
the process of drumming up moral and 
financial support. 

“Some people are really frustrated 
that they can’t get things accom- 
plished,” Miller says, “but hopefull¥ 
we'll all agree that Andover is a fantas- 
tic place to live or locate your busi- 
ness.” 
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New middle school site is hot Cross to

School officials have unanimously decided 
they will try to build a new middle school for 
grades 5 to 8 on about 38 acres of land near 
Cross Street and High Plain Road. But the 
School department’s hardest roads to cross 
may still lie ahead. 

A group of parents and residents told the 
School Committee before its vote Tuesday that 
they and others have educational, social and 
economic concerns about building the school 
on Cross Street. They also said many resi- 
dents, even some people who live near where 
the school will be built, still aren’t aware that 
it is being planned. 

“The people I’ve talked to in the last two 
weeks have no idea that a school is even going 
to be built on Cross Street,” said Sandy 
Dukeshire, of Penni Lane. “You say you’ve 
done your best (to inform people) but there’s 
this many people that are in the loop and 
(many more) who aren’t.” 

More than a year ago school officials began 
having meetings to receive input about the 
best way to handle middle- and elementary- 
School overcrowding, but parents at Tues- 
day’s meeting who attended those meetings 
Said they didn’t feel the committee had done 
enough to seek feedback from parents. 

“Many of the parents don’t feel that we 
know what’s going on,” said Margaret Kruse, 
of Argilla Road. “ I don’t feel like I made an 
input at those meetings. 

“You can’t count on parents voting for 
this,” she said. “I haven’t talked to a single par- 
ent who said, ‘I’d vote for a 5-to-8 school.” 

Residents at last April’s Town Meeting did 
narrowly approve $200,000 to begin prelimi- 
nary plans for a 5-8 middle school, but approv- 
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ing the millions needed to actually build a 
school at Cross Street will be significantly 
more difficult. 

Those at Tuesday’s meeting outlined some 
of the reasons people may vote against a 58 
school on Cross Street and High Plain Road. 
These reasons include concerns that: 

* A 58 school may not be “educationally 
sound,” and that officials are choosing this 
approach mainly because it is the cheapest 
solution; 

¢ Fifth graders are not ready to interact with 
eighth graders in the hallways, or potentially 
on some buses with seniors at Andover High 
School; 

* Taxpayers can’t afford another expensive 
building of any kind; 

¢ Traffic in the River Road area is already a 
problem, and putting a school in that area will 
create a dangerous situation; 

* The cost of hooking the Cross Street site to 
the towns sewer system will cost significantly 
more than the estimated $3 million; and 

¢ That construction will destroy one of 
Andover’s last “pristine” locations in town, an 
area student representative Marc D’Agostino 
Says is home to large population of endangered 


turtles.

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As he has before, superinten- 
dent Dick Neal tried to alleviate 
concerns that a 58 school is not 
educationally sound, saying that 
such schools are succeeding else- 
where and that he himself was 
involved with such a school when 
he worked in North Andover. 

He said a plan will not go before 
Town Meeting until the school 
department knows the estimated 
cost of the school itself, as well as 


the price tag on the necessary 
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sewer lines and sidewalks leading 
to it. 

He also said the Cross Street 
Site was far superior to the only 
other school-owned land in town, 
a wet parcel of land off of Route 
125. 

“This (Cross Street) site is clear- 
ly better suited to a school and all 
the things that go along with a 
school, such as playing fields,” said

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Zoning Board 
to hear day 
care project

Traffic, septic and wetland hurdles may be 
tough for a proposed day care center at Routes 
133 and 93 to clear when it goes before the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals this evening (Thursday). 

The Next Generation Day Care proposal 
from Walker Realty of Westford calls for a 
16,160-square-foot building in a zone where the 
maximum size allowed is 3,000 square feet, says 
Planning Director Steve Colyer who attended 
the initial presentation at the Zoning Board. 

The board has scheduled a public hearing 
Thursday on the proposal. 

Zoning Board secretary Pat Schwing says 
the plan is for a day care center that houses 193 
children supervised by 35 staff members. 

While zoning regulations do not prohibit 
day care centers from any place in town, the 
Site in question is part of the town’s watershed 
protection area and would require a septic 
tank, says Colyer. 

The project “makes me nervous” says Coly- 
er, who does not advise the Zoning Board but is 
anticipating similar issues with the site in the 
Planning Department. 

“Site issues are interwoven with variance 
issues,” he says. ; 

Zoning Board Chairman Daniel Casper 
declined to comment on the plan before the 
close of Thursday’s hearing, but expects the 
board to vote on it at its Saturday, January 10 
meeting. 

Resident Patrick Keffer of Lowell Street says 
the traffic problem on Lowell Street in that area 
near Raytheon and Route 93 is already getting 
worse since his arrival in 1994. 

Keffer says part of the reason his family © 
chose their home (formerly owned by Ed Gor- 
don), was the strict development restrictions 
for the surrounding wetlands. 

“We went into this with our eyes wide open, 
and the strict mandates appealed to us,” he 
says. 

The public hearing is scheduled for tonight 
at 7 p.m. in Memorial Hall Library.

Neal. “The architect felt that this site was one 
of the best sites they’d seen in their history.”

“We don’t open our books to anybody. Not if 
we don’t have to,” Mclver says.

When the investigation is complete, the IG 
can issue an opinion on the validity of the con- 
tract, but its legal validity must be determined 
in court, Brown says. 

The IG has authority to recommend that the 
contract be broken or upheld, Brown says, but 
any financial relief must be sought through 
the courts. 

If MRI is found at fault when the dispute 
over the allegedly confidential documents is 
resolved, NESWC attorneys could sue MRI for 
relief for NESWC towns, but it’s too soon to tell 
how much money they would be seeking, Fine- 
gold says. 

The IG’s investigation to date tends to agree 
with what much of Finegold and the other cau- 
cus members have been saying for some time.

in 1987, warning of impending crisis. 

But she insists she did, by her recom- 
mendation of a “Fiscal Reform Bill” that 
she says was designed to restrain spend- 
ing and increase accountability.

Planners still considering 
low-income housing project

After more than an hour of discussion 
of various scenarios, Planning Board 
members took under advisement the 
number of required low-income housing 
units to help the proposed Marriott 
assisted’ living project off Haverhill 
Street (Route 133) get financed. 

In effort to implement a new town- 
wide bylaw on assisted living projects, 
the board spent Tuesday night hashing 
out details of the proposed Marriott elder 
housing complex. 

The hearing closed the round of public 
hearings on applications for a site plan 
special permit and a special permit for an 
assisted living residence for the Brighton 
Gardens project proposed by Marriott for 
the Haverhill Street site, across from the 
YMCA. 

The last session of the public hearing 
was attended only by a small group of 
people working on the Marriott project 
and several residents who did not partic- 
ipate in the hearing. 

The bylaw for assisted living units 
requires a minimum number of afford- 
able housing units to be included, and 
allows the town to provide some sort of 
relief to the housing owners to help sub- 
sidize the lower income housing. 

For the proposed Marriott project, the 
first plan to evoke discussion of the 
bylaw since it has been in place, develop- 
ers say they can’t get financing by pro- 
viding the required 18 affordable units in 
a 123-bed complex. 

Planning board members suggested 
the group seek a tax break from the 
Board of Assessors that would not 
require them to pay property taxes on 
low-income units to make the project 
affordable. 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Miller says the board’s job is to deter- 
mine how much “relief” or flexibility the 
Marriott developers deserve to encour- 
age affordable housing without really 
knowing how much developers can

afford to lose. 

Attorney Robert W. Lavoie of Devine, 
Millimet & Branch, working for Mar- 
riott, says the project loses money on 
affordable housing units, and in order to 
get financing, can’t lose more than 
between $90,000 and $100,000 a year. 

Affordable housing is separated into 
three categories, | upper-moderate 
income, moderate income, and low- 
income, the standards of which are set by 
the state. 

Andover’s bylaw would require the 
Marriott project to reserve 15 percent of 
the units (18) for the three classes of 
affordable housing. The bylaw would 
allow a reduction to a minimum of 10 per- 
cent (12), depending on proposed alterna- 
tives, says Senior Planner Laura DeG- 
root. 

Planning Board member Paul Salafia 
says he wanted to see the project include 
as many affordable units as it could and 
still be viable. 

Members expect to decide the issue at 
their next meeting, January 13. 

Of the three housing plans offered by 
Marriott, one included a total of 18 afford- 
able units, one unit of which was in the 
low-income category. The other plans 
included two or four low-income units in 
a total of 13 or 12 affordable units respec- 
tively. 

DeGroot produced an extensive report 
on different affordable housing arrange- 
ments and combinations of levels of low- 
income housing that this project could 
employ in order to cut their losses. 

After reviewing the scenarios with 
Marriott project leaders, DeGroot plans 
to make a recommendation to the Plan- 
ning Board at its next meeting. 

The developers ruled out a scenario 
that added two units at market rate to 
compensate for losses of providing addi- 
tional low income housing, because they 
would not make enough of a difference 
once the capital and maintenance costs 
were included.

Cops nab car thieves on New Year's Eve

Two alleged car thieves made New Year’s 
Eve interesting for Andover police as the 
men ended 1997 with a crash and started the 
new year with a supposed suicide attempt — 
and different names. 

Carlos Diaz, 17, of Gardner Avenue, Low- 
ell, and Brandon Cruz, 23, also of Lowell, 
were arrested and charged with several 
offenses after a car and foot chase around 4 
p.m. Dec. 31. Both men allegedly gave police 
false names after being arrested. 

Police say they originally spotted a vehi- 
cle near the Greater Lawrence Technical 
School that had been reported stolen, but 
after Officers John Pathiakis and David 
Milne pulled the car over, the driver peeled 
away again. According to a report, the car 
“crashed when it slid on ice on River Road at 
Chandler Road. A foot pursuit of two indi- 
viduals ensued up Launching Road.” 

Andover and state police with dogs began 
searching the woods, and Det. Jim Haggerty 
saw the two running near the rear of an 
industrial park. 

“He ordered them to freeze and one 
stopped and the other took off into the 
woods,” says Sgt. James Hashem. 

A man who identified himself as Angel 
Cruz was arrested but by the next day police 
had determined that the man’s real name 
was Brandon Cruz and Angel was one of his 
aliases. 

Cruz was charged with possession of a

stolen vehicle and resisting arrest, and 
police found warrants for his arrest on 
shoplifting, malicious destruction — _and 
assault and battery charges. 

It took longer for police to find Diaz, but 
the search may have become easier after 
Diaz lost one of his sneakers during a chase. 
After a man told police New Year’s Eve that 
he had seen a cold, wet man by a Lowell 
Street gas station, police found the man. He 
was wearing a shoe that matched the one 
police had recovered. 

“We ended up going out there and he did- 
n’t have one of his sneakers,” says Hashem. 
“And we did have the sneaker.” 

Diaz was brought to the station where he 
identified himself as “Carlos M. Matos,” aged 
16. Because police can not hold minors he 
was transferred to a Lawrence youth facility. 
But while there Diaz was overheard brag- 
ging in Spanish about the stunt he had 
pulled, says Hashem. He was brought baek to 
Andover. 

Around 4 p.m. New Year’s Day, Diaz 
broke a light in his cell and tried to slit his 
wrists. Police brought him to the hospital 
where he was evaluated and then brought 
back to the Andover station. Police charged 
him with wanton destruction of property. 

For his alleged work during New Year’s 
Eve Diaz was charged with speeding, failure 
to stop for police while driving, driving to 
endanger, and leaving the scene of an acci- 
dent after causing property damage.

The Andover High women’s 
gymnastics team has built a local 
dynasty over the past decade — and 
there is no end in sight to the Lady 
Warriors’ dominance. 

The AHS gymnasts, who opened 
their dual-meet season Tuesday at 
Masconomet Regional in Topsfield, 
are three-time reigning Merrimack 
Valley Conference champions. 
Andover has also won four titles in 
the last five years and six in 10 sea- 
sons. 

The locals will enter the 1998 
campaign riding a 25-meet win 
streak, and Andover is also 32-1 
over its last 33 meets, 47-3 in the last

One glorious morning just before 
Christmas, Rebecca Pfahl walked into 
Dellaria Salon of Andover sporting the 
familiar casual street look of today’s 
young women.

Avoid wedding bloopers 
with these helpful hints 


NEW YORK (AP) - For both the 
bridal couple and wedding guests, 
blunders happen - and someone's 
embarrassed and someone else suffers 
hurt feelings. 

Most goofs are easy to avoid, says 
Cele Lalli, editor-in-chief of Modern 
Bride magazine. Here's her list of the 
most common blunders, and their anti- 
dotes: 

* Noting on the wedding invitation 
that cash is preferred. Don't do it, Lalli 
says. Most of the people you know well 
enough to invite will know money is 


the most practical and appreciated gift. 

* Enclosing anything about gift reg- 
istry with the wedding invitation. This 
information should be included only 
with shower invitations. 

* Expecting the bride's parents to 
pay for everything, or assuming the 
groom's parents will pay half. Neither 
is a given, says Lalli. Soon after the 
engagement, a budget and who will pay 
for what should be discussed and 
agreed on.
